adets Canada is the largest federally-sponsored youth program in Canada. 
C It is a national program for young Canadians ages 12 to 18 who are 
interested in participating in a variety of challenging and rewarding 
activities, and learning more about the Canadian Forces.

Diversity — Cadets Canada is open to all young Canadians 
regardless of income, race, religion, culture or other socio-eco- 
nomic facters. It embraces Canada’s vast multicultural dimensions 
and offers young Canadians a chance to socialize with teenagers 
from other cultures. 


Teaching values — Cadets Canada emphasizes key values such 
as loyalty, professionalism, mutual respect and integrity. Cadets 
also learn about fair play, teamwork and tolerance through all 
their activities. 


Staying in School — Cadets are highly-motivated to work hard 
at school in order to qualify for scholarships, overseas exchanges 


and other rewards. They also learn related skills such as public 
speaking and instructional techniques which help them to do 
well in school. 


Summer Employment — Cadets who attend courses at sum- 

mer training centres receive a weekly training bonus. Many senior 
cadets are also employed full-time during the summer as instruc- 

tors and support staff. 


Visits and Exchanges — Cadets meet other young adults from 
across Canada and from foreign countries while participating in 
annual inter-provincial and international exchanges.

Cadet History 


Fo more than 120 years, the Canadian Cadet Movement has 
offered valuable training to young Canadians free of charge. 
Army Cadets first came into existence in the late 1800's as part of 
a young militia school program with the mandate of training boys 


over the age of 12 in military skills and drill. During the First World 
War, the Army Cadet Movement thrived, with more than 64,000 
cadets enrolled, thousands of whom volunteered to serve Canada 
overseas. Interest in army cadets ebbed between the two wars 
only to be significantly revived during the Second World War 

as Canadians looked to their youth to serve their country.

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Meanwhile, both the Navy and the Air Force were also taking 

an interest in developing Canada’s young men along traditional 
military lines. Early in the last century, the Navy League of Canada 
began the Boy's Naval Brigade to encourage young men towards 

a seafaring career, along with basic training in citizenship and 
seamanship. And in 1941, the Air Cadet League of Canada was 
officially incorporated as a voluntary organization with the mandate 
of working on a partnership basis with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force to sponsor young men as future aircrew. 


In the 1960's, the Canadian Forces underwent a complete reorga- 
nization resulting in the unification of its navy, army and air force. 
At this time a Directorate of Cadets was established in Ottawa to 
set policy and to coordinate the activities of the sea, army and air 
cadets. The Army Cadet League of Canada was officially formed 
in 1971 to work with the Department of National Defence 

in support of army cadets. 


By the 1970's, the Cadet Movement began to be 
administered on a national, standardized basis in 
Canada. This included the formalization of the 
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Cadet Instructors List (now Cadet Instructors Cadre) in 
1971, and opened the way for the inclusion of female 
cadets in 1975. 


Today, the Cadet Movement continues to evolve and adapt 
in order to meet the expectations of our changing society. 
With its emphasis on leadership, physical fitness and citizen- 
ship for young Canadians, the Canadian Cadet Movement 
helps teenagers become active and engaged members of 
their communities today, and prepares them to become 

the leaders of tomorrow. 


Leadership 


Cie are encouraged to incorporate the principles of leadership, citizenship and 
physical fitness into their personal lives outside the Cadet Program. These three com- 
ponents are an integral part of what makes a cadet stand-out from his or her peer group. 


Leadership

Citizenship 


OW of the most important aspects of the Cadet Movement 
is learning how to be responsible and caring citizens. 
Throughout the year, cadets are called upon to demonstrate 
the importance of being active members of their communities 
and to participate in citizenship activities in cities and towns 
across Canada. 


Cadets learn the importance of Canadian values such 

as tolerance, equality and respect for cultural differences. 
They begin to understand how one individual can 

make a difference if he or she lives an honest life 

and chooses to exemplify the values that make 
Canadian society unique. 


Physical Fitness 


hysical fitness is an important part of everything a 
cadet does, from marching in a band, to readying a 
glider for take-off or climbing a mountain. Cadets learn 
that being healthy helps them to participate fully in 
all activities and to enjoy them more. Sensible living, 
healthy eating and the importance of living an active 
lifestyle soon become second nature to cadets, just 
like ironing their tunics, saluting properly and 
polishing their boots.

And the ever-popular biathlon competition program has produced 
many world-class athletes, including Canadian Olympic medallist 
Myriam Bédard, who credits the Cadet Program with giving her 
the start she needed in pursuing her sport professionally. 


Music training is also beneficial, as many former cadet musicians 
can attest.

Biathlon

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Marksmanship 


e Historically cadet marksmanship has its roots in familiariza- 
tion training with the Canadian Forces. Its modern focus 
is on marksmanship as a recreational sport for youth. 


The Cadet Marksmanship Program has been specifically 
designed for youth and is based on Olympic-style com- 
petition with an emphasis on the safe handling and care 
of firearms. 


Throughout the year, cadets participate in a series of 
competitions at the local unit level that culminate in 
zone and provincial/territorial competitions and an 
annual National Cadet Marksmanship Championship. 


Cadet Harassment and Abuse 
Prevention (CHAP) Program 


The CHAP Program provides cadets and their leaders 

with an awareness of both their rights and their respon- 
sibilities in regards to harassment and abuse. They learn 
to recognize inappropriate kinds of behaviour and become 
aware of what action should be taken in the event of 

an incident. 


Through CHAP, cadets are equipped with im- 
portant knowledge that they can incorporate 
into all facets of their lives.
